Building a home of your own is a mighty important matter, not 
only now but for years to come. Thorough planning will pay big 
dividends — and it is a lot of fun, too. 

Unless you have an unlimited budget, you are bound to have 
many conflicts between what you want and what you can afford. 

It is economy to settle these points on paper. 

Skillful, comprehensive planning will pay in two ways. It will 
prevent many changes in details while the building progresses or 
structural alterations later. Both of these items can be costly extras. 

It will enable you to foresee future needs and plan so you can 
meet them at minimum cost. 

On the foregoing pages, you have seen a wide variety of home 
plans and designs, incorporating many features and advantages 
you would like to have in your future home. 

Now you must pick and choose — must plan as best you can for 
your particular needs and desires and still stay within your budget. 

Here are some questions to which you should give careful 
attention. 

HOW MUCH SHOULD IT COST? 

You want your new home to be a place where you can enjoy life 
more fully. 

To assure this, do not spend more on it than you can well afford — 
don't let it become an Old-Man-of-the-Sea on your shoulders. 

A generally accepted rule is that you should not obligate yourself 
for more than two and a half times the amount of your yearly 
income. 

To illustrate, let us assume a yearly income of $4,000. That allows 
$10,000 which you should be able to finance "on time." 

If you have the homesite already paid for, the $10,000 is your 
budget for the building ; if not, it must cover both building and lot. 

On the other hand, if you have accumulated a fund for building, 
you can plan with that much more and still be within a safe 
borrowing limit. 

With these facts in mind, consult with the concern with which 
you expect to finance the home to determine just how much you 
shall spend on building your home. 

Set this as your Building Budget and use it as your measuring 
stick in all your planning.

HOW MUCH WILL THIS BUDGET BUY? 

That is a question you will have to determine locally as almost all 
of the governing factors vary in different parts of the country and 
in cities of different size. 

From your municipal building authorities, local building associ- 
ation, builder, material dealer, realtor or architect, you can get the 
average current cost per square foot in your area for the type of 
home you contemplate. 

By dividing this figure into your building budget, you will know 
approximately the number of square feet you can plan to have. 

As this discussion progresses, we will point out ways in which 
this budget can be stretched by skillful planning. 



WHERE SHALL I BUILD? 




Your new home should be planned as a complete unit of house and 
grounds. 

The size, shape and location of the homesite should be in harmony 
with the type and size of home you propose to build. 

Here is a check-sheet to aid you in determining the best spot on 
which to build for lasting satisfaction and assured value.

SHOULD I HAVE PROFESSIONAL AID? 

It is not our desire or intention to have you circumvent the archi- 
tect, builder, material dealer or any other professional factor in 
the home building industry. Each has his own particular place in 
your building adventure. 

Our aim is to familiarize you with the many factors you will 
encounter and to provide the means for you to crystallize your 
home planning ideas and to put them down on paper, so your 
desires can be more easily translated into actual building by what- 
ever professional people you may select. 

HOW SHALL I START MY PLANNING? 

First of all, study the designs in the forepart of this book, consider- 
ing each with thought of how it fits in with your family needs and 
preferences. 

Probably you will find one or two you like particularly, just as 
they are or with some changes in details. 

In either case, it will help you greatly in your further planning 
if you get blueprints of such design or designs which meet your 
desires or most closely approximate them. 

These blueprints will serve two important purposes. 

With the aid of the scale furniture on page 95 , they will enable 
you to check whether windows, doors and other factors are sized 
and located for maximum comfort and convenience in placing your 
new and existing furniture. You will be able to prove to yourself 
that the design or designs chosen are best for you. 

It has been proven by many, who decided on making their own 
distinctive plans, that getting blueprints of the one or two designs 
they found nearest to their desires made planning easier and they 
were more certain of not missing needful points which might have 
to be corrected later.

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GOOD DESIGN 



A small home can be a joy to live in; a big home can be wholly 
lacking in that indefinable, friendly feeling of being a good place 
in which to live. 

Homemaking is deliberate, the result of painstaking planning. 

Convenience is of prime importance because it greatly reduces 
the time and work required to perform the household tasks. 

It budgets your work as everything needed for any given task 
is close at hand. 

It encourages neatness since it is easy to put things away where 
they belong. 

Such a home is a joy in which to work and to relax. 
But convenience alone cannot make a house a home. It must have 
distinction and possess personality. 

Thanks to the great advances in heating equipment and in insu- 
lating materials, the home planner has much more latitude in design. 

Rooms no longer need be capable of being "shut off" for the 
winter — there need be no hard-to-heat areas. 

Box-like confined rooms are no longer necessary in the living 
quarters but can flow from one into another, giving new beauty 
opportunities and a feeling of spaciousness to even a small home. 

Beauty, distinctiveness and more comfortable living conditions 
can thus be added. 

Such planning can get more from a limited budget through double 
use of much of the floor space. Less partitioning means more usable 
space and lower building cost — you win both ways ! 

So plan first for convenience and comfort — for joyful living. 

But do not stop there. Consider the future too. 

If you must restrict the size of your new home because of budget 
reasons, arrange your design so it can be expanded when family 
or income increases. This can be done by adding rooms on the first 
floor later as shown for Design H-3A in this book; or by finishing 
the attic of a story and one-half home into rooms. 

This is probably the most difficult challenge to designing re- 
sourcefulness — to produce a pleasing, complete home which can be 
enlarged into a larger structure which is also a well arranged, 
pleasing home, attractive inside and out. 

To insure lasting value in your home is not wholly a matter of 
good materials. It must be of a design which will not become 
old-fashioned. 

This means you should avoid extremes in styling, particularly in 
the exterior appearance.

Certain types of homes grow in appeal with age — designs which 
possess charm and graciousness enhanced by conventional demands. 
Other types enjoy wide popularity for a few years and then become 
a "drug on the market"— a house that was smart yesteryear. 

If you hold your planning within these aims, you can have a 
home in which you can retain a lasting satisfaction —"A Thing of 
Beauty and a Joy Forever!" 

CONVENIENCE PLANNING 

The kitchen merits particular study for that is where the home- 
maker spends so much time and labor. 

The keynote of correct kitchen planning is to arrange your equip- 
ment conveniently. To do so, everything needed for any frequently 
performed task should be within easy reach. 

This minimizes the steps which must be taken and makes the 
work pleasanter and less tiring. It is important in the small kitchen 
as well as in the large one. 

Grouping related equipment is not the whole answer. 

Storage of materials also must be in spots easily accessible from 
the point of use. 

For instance, in cupboards above and at the side of the work 
surface where food is prepared for baking should be the flours, 
spices, extracts, mixing bowls and other necessary items, within 
easy reach. 

In laundry planning, the same principle should be followed. 

Arrange to have the work progress from sorting table right along 
to the point where the finished laundry is ready to put away. Pro- 
vide storage space so soaps, starch, iron and other essentials are 
at the place of use. 

Closets play a big part in bringing convenience and in saving 
steps. 

It is not enough that you have sufficient closet space. It should 
be divided among enough closets so each can be located for most 
efficient and convenient use — whether it be for clothes, linens or 
other household necessities. 

COMFORT PLANNING 

A home should be truly comfortable — a place to relax and refresh 
from the stress of the workaday world. 

The importance of good landscaping should not be minimized. 
It should be a part of your basic home planning.

Lighting also has a lot to do with comfort, not only at night but 
by day as well. A light home is a cheery home ! 

Windows should be ample in size and, wherever possible, look 
out on an attractive scene. 

Give particular thought to the kitchen lighting. 

Large or small, it should be bright and airy, with generous light 
at the work areas and with provision for controlled ventilation. 

Artificial lighting there and throughout the home should be 
strong but of a kind that prevents glare and consequent eyestrain 
— well diffused and, where practicable, indirect. 

Not only is indirect lighting easy on the eyes but it eliminates 
bothersome shadows and distributes the light evenly throughout 
the room. 

Comfortable living must be designed into a home. Make every 
provision you can for the tastes and interests of each member of 
the family — for recreation, for hobbies, for family activities and 
for privacy when desired. 

A cheery fireplace, built-in bookcases, a writing desk, a home 
workshop, a snack bar or cozy breakfast nook — such conveniences 
add to the comfort and contentment of your family and your guests. 





BEAUTY PLANNING 

Beauty is a prime factor in assuring lasting satisfaction from your 
home— beauty indoors, in exterior appearance and in the landscaping. 

First of all, skillful proportioning in design yields beauty. 

To put spaciousness into small rooms, emphasize horizontal lines ; 
to add friendliness to large rooms, stress verticals. 

The kinds of materials used in flooring and trim— the color schemes 
and types of materials used for walls and ceilings ; things like these 
can be made to add harmonious beauty to your home as much as 
discriminating choice of furniture, carpeting and hangings. 

In planning the exterior appearance of your home, there is an 
almost unlimited opportunity to add beauty and distinction. 

Any floor plan can be encased in many different ways. 

In planning entrances, utilize porches, flagged terraces, orna- 
mental doors, trellises. Pages 81 to 83 of this book afford a wealth 
of ideas on this. 

Windows too can be made highly ornamental — picture windows, 
casement windows, bay windows, dormers, shutters and glass brick 
are a few of the beauty aids for windows. 

Finally, landscaping forms the frame of beauty for the home. 
It is the anchor that ties your home to its location.

PRELIMINARY SCHEMING 

Now you are ready for pencil and paper. Draw several rough plan 
sketches on scratch paper, imagining just where everything is to 
be placed and how you will live in each different arrangement. 

You will be surprised how much you will learn from this "house 
plan doodling/' It will give you a much better understanding of 
the fundamental principles of home planning. 

When, with the aid of this sketching and your study of the plans 
shown on pages 4 to 60 you have a definite plan in mind, check 
the following: 



CHECK YOUR SPACE ARRANGEMENT 

Plan from the inside out - a pleasing exterior can always be created 
for a well planned interior. 




CONSIDER THE FOLLOWING: 

Do you want a basement ? 

Do you want or need space for relaxation, hobbies, sports, privacy, 
storage, reading, guests, mother's work center, parties, music, 
study, play and pets? . . 

Are provisions for future expansion essential? 

(either an unfinished attic or ground floor addition) 

Would you like to control traffic lanes that will be created by how 
your family uses each area? 

(This can be done using hallways or having complementing areas 

adjacent.) 

Light and airy areas with each serving more than one purpose, 
rather than boxing in many small areas with walls can often be 
accomplished in planning 

As an alternate to a separate dining room, consider combining din- 
ing area with living area, to increase living space when you are 

not eating 

(Draw drapes can be used for separation if desired.) ^ 

Give thought to a kitchen with an informal living-dining at one 
end with perhaps a partial separation. . 

Try to plan the work center to have all you need right where you 
need it 

Sufficient closet and storage space for all parts of the house is 
always desirable 

Consider storage for garden tools, bicycles and similar outdoor 
items, especially when planning your garage 

Are the rooms arranged so they will accommodate your furniture 

efficiently? 

(See page 95.) 

Bathroom facilities should be adequate and conveniently located. . . 

Now that you have your plan well determined, you are ready to 
make your floor plan drawing to scale.

The next step in your planning is making a floor 
plan. 

First, take out the PlanOgraf tracing sheet from 
the inside back cover and the Modulated Planning 
Scale from the yellow postcard sheet facing it. 

This sheet and the scale are laid out in units or 
modules of four inches— one inch on the scale equals 
four feet. Thus the smallest squares represent four 
inches; four of these form one side of the next size 
square or sixteen inches and three of these form the 
side of the largest squares or four feet. 

HomOgraf Planning is done on this scale— includ- 
ing traceable house parts, furniture and blueprints. 

With this method, you determine sizes in modular 
planning and end up with a plan having dimen- 
sions to fit the sizes of most building materials and 
equipment 

This way, you save money because you provide 
maximum use of manufactured building materials 
and eliminate almost all the need for special sizes 
or for cutting and fitting materials when your new 
home is being built. 

On the PlanOgraf sheet, lay out the floor plan you 
have decided upon lightly in pencil and, with the 
aid of scale furniture and utilities (pages 95 and 
96) determine exactly where you want windows, en- 
trances, doorways or arches and check the adequacy 
of the space you are allowing for baths, bedrooms, 
utilities and other items. 

Now select the style of windows and entrances 
which best harmonize with your proposed design. 
(Pages 81-87 ) 

Locate these on your plan, tracing over or copy- 
ing the drawing accompanying the illustration. Do 
the same for fireplaces, interior openings, closets, 
stairways and all details of the plan. 

Then, with the aid of the Modulated Scale, draw 
in the parallel wall lines as explained on the reverse 
side of the scale. 

Your floor plan is now completed except for filling 
in the wall and partitions and lettering as done in 
the plans of the home designs in the forepart of this 
book.

Besides being downright charming, this room 
provides facilities for sewing, music and for 
family or party gatherings. The bed lounges 
and adjacent washroom make it easy to 
accommodate overnight guests. Book lovers 
can also make this room their library. 

If your activities room will face the street, 
use a higher glass area, as shown. Because 
activities rooms are subjected to hard use, be 
sure to incorporate such sturdy materials as 
natural woods, stone and scuff or wear re- 
sistant composition materials. 



Wherever the activities room is located in your 
plan, the more light and cheerfulness you have, 
the more pleased you will be. Lower glass 
areas are especially recommended if your 
recreation room will face the privacy of your 
yard or garden. The big windows combined 
with the inside planting facilities of this room 
enable you to have outdoor living indoors. 
Note the other features: built-in lounge for 
guests; hobby and game center; facilities for 
parties; plenty of storage room; and the wel- 
come fireplace. The informal atmosphere it 
creates will provide you with many happy 
hours of joyful living. 




OUTDOOR. LIVING 




Here is another example to show how an 
activities room can be used effectively in 
conjunction with other rooms and the out- 
doors. The glass wall makes this room an 
indoor porch. With plenty of varied storage 
space, it can be transformed quickly into a 
children's play area, study, home office, 
game room, hobby center, guest room or 
party center.

THE KITCHEN DESERVES

BATHROOMS 

With most home planners, the final deci- 
sion on bathrooms is a compromise be- 
tween desires and budget; but that is 
more a matter of choice of fixtures than 
of arrangement. 

The size and shape are necessarily de- 
termined in your general floor planning 
as, to a certain extent, is the arrangement. 

We are showing here a number of sug- 
gested layouts, with scale floor plans, to 
help you in your planning, arranged for 
different shapes of bathrooms and door 
and window locations, as well as detail 
scale plans of various styles of tubs and 
showers. 

In addition to the main bathroom, 
washrooms add greatly to the conven- 
ience, especially in homes not entirely on 
one level — 2-story designs and those 
having basements. 

Locating the bathroom facilities near, 
above or below the kitchen simplifies the 
plumbing but any savings through this 
means are not sufficient to justify the 
sacrifice of good and convenient planning. 

If you must economize here, much 
greater opportunity will be found in your 
choice of fixtures.

After your plans are completed and your design determined 
upon, there is still a number of matters which must be con- 
sidered before you can set up your specifications under 
which you can get bids for building. 

Decisions must be made on just what materials are best 
suited for the requirements, and what equipment you will 
install now or will want to add in the future. 

There are many items we cannot determine for you— vari- 
ations in local building codes and in the availability of some 
materials in your city make this impossible. You must make 
decisions with consideration of local conditions and your 
personal tastes and preferences. 

In view of this, we are not making specific recommenda- 
tions, but are pointing out some of the more important facts 
to be considered before reaching decisions.

Our 
Specification Guide will enable you to better tabulate the 
following items we suggest for your consideration. 



BUILDING MATERIALS 



WALL MATERIALS 

For interior walls, lath and plaster still leads in 
use but you are not limited to its use, by any 
means. 

Where plaster finish is decided upon, consider 
the specifying of either gypsum or metal lath. 
Metal lath is higher in material cost whereas 
gypsum lath requires less time to apply. Both are 
fireproof. 

Plaster walls can be had without the use of 
lath and the on-the-job plastering with its high 
labor cost, mess and days of drying. "Dry-wall" 
is a plaster board, easily installed in sections 
which are then joined together into a flush sur- 
face by means of a special tape. 
90 Along with the changing trends in interior de- 



signs, there have been developed many new ma- 
terials which permit a wider choice of finishes 
and effects. 

In addition to beautiful natural woods, plywood 
is a material which deserves your consideration. 

It is a strong but light, has no through grain, 
is less apt to warp and is made in types for ex- 
terior use as well as for the interior. 

If it is to be painted or papered, plywood faced 
with fir can be used— it is lower priced and equally 
serviceable for such use. 

Plywood can be obtained in hard woods — either 
domestic or imported — in walnut, birch, cedar, 
mahogany, rosewood, Circausion walnut and many 
other species — all in most attractive grain for 
natural finish.

A wide variety of interesting wood flooring is on 
the market today ; and many fabricated materials 
have been developed too. 

Many of these are fireproof, or at least fire re- 
sistant, as well as decorative. Consult your dealer 
on relative costs and values. 

WALL AND FLOOR TILE 

Ceramic tile has been a standby for years. Lately 
however, many new plastic and metal tile have 
appeared which warrant consideration, too. 

STRUCTURAL MATERIALS 

Here again are many opportunities to add longer 
life to your home, curtail maintenance costs and 
reduce fire hazard. 

For exterior construction and structural mem- 
bers, a wide choice of materials is available. We 
urge you to consult your material dealer, builder 
or architect as to the type of material best suited 
to your area. Also, consult HomOgraf Specifica- 
tion Guide for index to materials required. 

In deciding on the exterior material to be used, 
consider the style of your new home and how well 
the various materials will harmonize with your 
design. 

INSULATION 

The research which has gone into perfecting 
modern insulating materials and methods has 
paid out handsomely. 



Adequate insulation is a tremendous contribu- 
tion to year around comfort. It is also a great 
economy in all sections where heating is neces- 
sary, and in air conditioning, anywhere. 

It cuts fuel costs in winter and keeps homes 
cooler in summer. 

Insulation has made practicable the use of the 
"rambler" or "ranch house" type of home in every 
climate. 

It is available in many forms — in sheets and 
boards applied to the framing, in batts which fit 
in between studding and between floor and ceiling 
joists, and in loose form which can be spread over 
ceiling, or used to fill closed walls. 

Heat loss through glass — a considerable item in 
determining heating costs— and the "steaming up" 
of windows can be reduced greatly by the use of 
storm sash or insulating windows. Such insulating 
windows usually consist of two panes of glass with 
an insulating layer or air hermetically sealed be- 
tween them at the factory. 

PAINTS 

With the greater stress being given to distinctive 
color schemes and their periodic changes, paints 
have become more important; and their makers 
have developed new types and more comprehensive 
color choices, many of which are quicker drying 
and more easily applied. 

Your selections should be guided by the service 
they will be called upon to render. 

For instance, for walls you have a choice be- 
tween paints which are waterproof and so can be 
cleaned with soap and water, and the water base 
paints which can be washed off easily and 
quickly replaced with an entirely new color 
scheme. 

In addition to the oil base and water base paints, 
there are quick drying enamels and synthetic 
lacquers — tough, long lasting and colorful finishes 
especially serviceable in kitchens, bathrooms and 
wherever cleaning is frequent. 

Your building material or paint dealer will be 
glad to advise you exactly which kinds are best 
for your requirements.

EQUIPMENT AND FIXTURES 



Forestall future expense. Certainly you want your 
new home to cost less to maintain — to make costly 
repairs and replacements unnecessary — to assure 
that your new home will stay young. Plan now for 
the advantages that will build life into your home. 

While the extent of the equipment and fixtures 
are matters of individual desires and of budget, 
serious consideration should be given them in your 
planning. 



Doubtlessly, you will want to add to them from 
time to time - perhaps a water softener, an auto- 
matic laundry machine, a drier, other electrical 
appliances and similar conveniences. 

Plan for them now! See that electrical outlets 
are conveniently installed, gas, hot and cold water 
connections provided, so these additional facilities 
can be installed at minimum cost and without the 
necessity of remodelling. 



HEATING 



In most parts of these United States, heating is a 
prime factor in comfort. 

Even in those sections of mild climate where 
central heating has not been generally used, the 
perfecting of automatically controlled heating 
units has resulted in a greatly increased consider- 
ation of this aid to healthfulness and year around 
comfort. 

Modern heating equipment varies widely, from 
the simple, direct acting floor furnace, requiring 
no piping, radiators or special housing, to a com- 
plete air conditioning installation ; but the feature 
common to all is wholly automatic control. 

This makes possible maximum economy by con- 
suming fuel only when, and to the exact extent, 



it is needed to maintain a predetermined temper- 
ature. It promotes health as well as comfort by 
holding an unvarying warmth throughout the 
home, avoiding overheating as well as under- 
heating. 

The heating equipment you select must be de- 
termined by climatic conditions, by the size and 
style of your home design and by the amount of 
your building budget. It may utilize oil, gas or 
coal — may be warm air, hot water or steam — may 
circulate the heat by convection or radiation, or 
by both in combination. 

But for comfort, health and economy, it should 
be controlled automatically. 



ELECTRICAL 



Consider the importance of eliminating future 
costly troubles, the forestalling of failures and re- 
ducing the fire hazard. 

The trend is toward more and more electrical 
appliances, most of which take their electrical cur- 
rent from convenience outlets, so provide a gen- 
erous "factor of safety" in your wiring. Provide 
plenty of convenient outlets throughout the home, 
but make certain these will not be overloaded. 

That means do not put too many outlets on a 
circuit - use as many separate circuits as may be 
needed to carry any likely demand without over- 
load ; and protect each circuit with adequate fuses 
or automatic circuit breakers. 

The same care to forestall future expense should 
be exercised throughout - planning your water 
supply and distribution, proper pipe size and the 
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facilities requiring drains, providing accessibility 
at points of possible trouble — consider each to 
assure the lowest total cost of initial expenditure 
and maintenance. 

It is particularly true that "An Ounce of Pre- 
vention is Worth a Pound of Cure." Do not make 
small economies if they will result in later expense, 
reduce fire resistance or sacrifice any features of 
convenience, comfort or beauty in your chosen 
design. You are building now for the future! 

On all of these matters, your local material deal- 
er, builder, architect and engineer can be of in- 
estimable help. They are familiar with avail- 
ability and where local products can be used more 
economically. 

Let them help you to make your new home meet 
your needs, your desires and your budget. 



PLANNING YOUR GARAGE 



If building space permits, plan your garage 
with plenty of room for the extra uses it will 
have besides car storage. Allow for ample 
bench area, of course, and provide storage 
cabinets above it for tools and supplies.
